As a result of last night’s meeting 
the Edmonion sehool board is in 
somewhat of a chao‘'c condition, The 
Standing committees appointed for 
the year by the nominating commit- 
tee at last Monday night's meeting are 
in a disorganized state as a result of 


the refusal of W. H. Clark to act on 
any of whe committees to which hy 
Was appointed and the withdrawal of 
J. J. MeKenzie, of the south side, 
from two of the committees. Miss 
Nichols. was the only absentee trom 
the meeting, 

This entirely unlooked-for and sur- 
prising acdon came when Trustee 
Clark introduced a motion requesting 
the board to consider its decision in 
adopting the report of the nominat- 
ing committee. Mr, Clark took ob- 
Jec,ion to the tact that four were ap- 
pointed on each committee, thereby 
constituting a majority of the board 
and creating a condition of affairs 
whereby the committee controlled the 
board. 

With a view to preventing friction 
and reducing the committees to the 
desired number, Trustee MoKenzie 
withdrew from the dinance and sup- 
ply committees, This action lef: these 
tWo committees with only three mem- 
bers and with Mr. Clark's withdrawal 
from the building committee on Mon- 
day night this left only the school 
management committee with the orl- 
ginal number, four members, A vote 
‘was taken on Mr. Clark’s motion, 
The mover appeared to be he only 
siipporter of “the motion. Mr, Me- 
Kenzie refusing to vote against the 
report ofthe committee to which he 
had agreed to, Trusiees Barnes, 
Park and Crang voted against the 
motion, 

Mr, Clark Refuses to Act. 

On the chairman declaring the mo- 
tion lost, Mr, Clark announced that 
he would refuse to act on any of the 
committees in order that they might 
be reduced to three members, 

This leaves the finance committee 
with only two members, Miss Nich- 
olls and §, A. G. Barnes; whe school 
management with four members, 8. 
A, G. Barnes, Dr. Crang, Miss Nich- 
olls and Dr. Park; the building com- 
mittee with three members, Dr. 
Crang, J. J. McKenzie and Dr. Park; 
while the supply committee has only 
two members, Dr, Park and Miss 
Nicholls, ‘Chis chaotic condition of 
affairs will probably continue until 
some compromise is arrived at or 
some more satisfactory arrangement 
arrived at, The chairman is an ex- 
effiddo member of all committees. 

A Warm Discussion, 

There were some interesting

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SUMMING UP HAS BEGUN 


IN CAMORRISTS TRIAL 


Formal Procecdings Were Bogan 
Eleven Months Ago and the Last 


Witness Was Heard on Wednesday | 


—Prosecution’s Address Given, 


Vilterbe, Italy, Feb. 21—The sum- 
ming up has at last begun in the trial 
of the group of Camorrists charged 
with the murder of Menarro Cuoccolo 
and his wife in 1906. Formal pro- 
ceedings in the case were begun more 
than eieven months ago and the last 
witness, it was announced, was heard 
today. He Was an engraver, Argento 
by name, whu engraved Cuoccolo's 
initials on the ring which was alleged 
to have been iound by the caribineers 
hidden in a mattress in the house oc- 
cupied by Giuseppe Aalvi, and which 
has been One of the important ex- 
hibits’ in the case. Argenio denied 
emphatically having declared as the 
defense maintained that the engrav- 
ing was done after Cuoccolo’s murder. 

Signor Salomono, cae of the law- 
yers, said later that proceedings would 
be taken against Argenio for perjury. 

Signor Rota then began the prelim- 
inary suinming up for the prosecution.

NOT RESULT OF INJURIES, 

Halifax, N.S, Feb, 21—Edgar Dey, 
the Ottawa hockey player, Who came 
here to play with the Socials, ana 
who has been ill at the infirmary for 
over three weeks, passed away at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, His death >* 
due to septic anaemia, and phys clans 
say it was brought about by natural 
causes, and not through injury in «4 
hockey game. 

His first complaint of feeling ill 
was when he went on the ice in the 
game for the Socials at New Glasgow 
on January 12th, when he felt pains 
about his chest. He did not engage in 
any rough play, and retired after the 
first period. Coming back to Halife- 
on the train the next day, he aga 
spoke to his companion about the pai 
That afternoon, in zero weather he v 
ited the ruins of the big fire on Grei- 
ville and Barrington streets. 

Feeling symptoms similar to grip he 
consulted a physician, who found a 
gland on his left breast enlarged, and 
he ordered him to an infirmary. An 
operation was performed for absesses, 
and a second operation later, but 
there was grave danger of blood pols- 
oning.
